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LIBRARY  RESOURCES  RELATING  TO  PERU 


There  are  six  libraries  in  the  United  Stales  which  have  signifi- 
cant collections  relating  specificelly  to  Peru  in  the  fields  of  liter- 
ature, politics,  history,  and  lawo 

The  Henry  E«  Huntington  Library  has  three  thousand  folios,  con- 
taining official  correspondence  of  Pedro  de  la  Gasca  and  the  papers 
of  the  Pijsarros  \vhich  vere  captured  by  him.  Included  among  its  hold- 
ings is  the  manuGcript  of  Pedro  Pizarro's  Relg.cl.on  del  descubrimiento 
del  Piru , 

The  Bingham  Collection  in  the  Yale  University'-  Library  contains  a 
part  of  the  library  of  Francisco  Perez  de  Velasco  which  is  ccncerned 
with  the  colonial  period  and  also  manuscripts  relating  to  that  period. 

The  Library  of  Congress  Division  of  Manuscripts  owns  the  Harkness 
Collection  of  Spgnish  manuscripts  concerning  Mexico  and  Peru,  There 
are  1,^05  folios  on  Peru  in  this  collection^  These  are  fully  described 
by  Stella  R»  Clemence  in  T.he  Karkness  Collection  in  the  Library  o.f 
Congress  (Washington,  1936)-, 

Duke  University  has  a  Peruvian  Collection  of  3^000  volumes  col- 
lected by  Francisco  Perez  de  Velasco,  These  deal  mainly  with  the 
colonial  period,  Duke  owns  also  a  set  of  the  Diario  de  los  debates 
of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  and  of  the  Senate  from  1863  to  dat6  and  a 
set  of  El  Peruano,  1826  to  dateo 

The  University  of  Texas  has  well  over  3,000  volumes  of  Peruvian 
material  ranging  from  the  l6th  century  to  the  present.  Its  holdings 
en  Peruvian  history  and  literature  are  especially  strong  c.  During  the 
past  two  years  several  hundred  titles  published  by  or  about  the 
Aprista  (Partido  del  Pueblo)  party  and  important  Peruvians  connected 
with  it J  such  as,  Victor  Haya  de  la  Torre 5  Manuel  Alejandro  Seoane, 
Jose  Carlos  Mariategui^  Romulo  Meneses,  and  Luis  Alberto  Sanchez, 
have  been  acquired,  as  well  as  a  collection  of  thirty-one  Peruvian 
newspapers  and  journals  covering  the  period  1906-1 960,  among  which 
are  some  published  by  communist  youth  groups,  the  Apristas,  and 
labor  unions. 

The  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  has  substantial  holdings 
of  Peruvian  material,  among  which  is  a  unique  collection  of  Peru- 
vian poetry.  The  exact  extent  and  scope  of  the  holdings  at  Berkeley 
cannot  be  reported  here  as  that  information  was  not  available  at  the 
time  of  writing  this  paper.  It  is  known,  however,  that  California 
has  for  years  been  collecting  Peruvian  materials  as  a  part  of  its 
program  of  building  strength  in  its  library  on  all  the  Pacific  area. 

Doubtless  there  are  other  libraries  with  considerable  material 
on  Peru,  One  would  expect  that  the  New  York  Public  Library  is  strong 
in  the  field  hut  exact  information  is  not  available.  Cornell  Univer- 
sity is  now  collecting  Peruvian  material  under  the  Farmington  PI  n 
but  no  exact  knowledge  of  what  it  has  done  is  availf" 'e  at  present.

A  careful  study  of  the  Union  List  £f  Serials  reveals 
that  the  holdings  of  Peruvian  "nied~lcal  "periodical  publica- 
tions of  the  National  Library  of  Medicine  are  outstanding 
wlbh  the  medical  libraries  of  the  University  of  California 
and  of  the  Pan  American  Health  Organization  in  supporting 
positions . 

A  check  of  the  Union  List  of  Serials  shows  that  a  con- 
siderable number  of  libraries  other  than  those  indicated  by 
the  return  of  the  questionnaire  on  "Library  Acquisition 
Policies  and  Practices  and  Exchange  Programs"  are  acquiring 
Peruvian  serial  publications  regularly  and  it  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed that  they  are  also  acquiring  other  Peruvian  Imprints 
also.   As  a  rule  the  number  of  libraries  holding  files  of 
periodicals  as  listed  in  the  Union  List  of  Serials  is 
double  the  number  that  reported  having  exchange  programs 
and  for  significant  literary,  historical^  economic  and 
scientific  periodicals,  frequently  three  to  four  times  that-.^ 
number . 


EXCHANGE  AND  ACQUISITIONS  POLICIES  OF 
U.  S.  LIBRARIES  REGARDING  PERU 

Fifty-four  libraries  in  the  United  States  returned  the 
questionnaire  and  exchange  list  on  Peru.   Fourteen  did  not 
ansvN/er  the  questions  or  check  the  list  since  they  had  no 
Peruvian  acquisitions,  thirty-six  answered  the  questionnaire, 
and  thirty-two  checked  the  exchange  list.   Although  no  re- 
plies were  received  from  a  few  of  the  larger  libraries,  the 
response  was  great  enough  to  give  a  picture  of  the  current 
state  of  acquisitions  and  exchange  from  Peru. 

This  picture  is  quite  similar  to  the  ones  presented  to 
this  Seminar  in  previous  working  papers  on  other  Latin 
American  countries.   Dealer  service  in  Peru  itself  is  very 
poor,  excepting  one  bookdealer  in  Lima.'  The  national 
bibliographical  sl-tuation  is  also  poor,  the  last  Anuario 
bibllografico  peruano,  covering  the  years  1955-1957,  ap- 
peared  in  1961.   The  myriad  number  of  :faculties,  insti- 
tutes, subdivisions,'  and  agencies  with  which  one  must  deal 
in  each  government  bureau"  and  university- hinders  extensive 
exchange  programs .,' These  problems,  and  several  others, 
will  be  discussed  more  fully  in  the  compilation  which 
follows.  '•   ■'•■•

1.4.  Do  you  have  any  blanket  order  agreer-nents? 

Of  the  thirty-six  libraries  which  responded  to  the 
questionnaire,  nine  have  blanket  order  agreements  of  one 
kind  or  another  through  participation  in  Stechert-Hafner' s 
LACAP  project.   They  are  Michigan  State  University,  the 
University  of  Kansas,  the  National  Agricultural  Library, 
the  Library  of  Congress,  the  New  York  Public  Library,  Duke 
University,  Cornell  University,  the  National  Library  of 
Medicine,  and  the  University  of  Texas „ 

No  library  indicated  that  it  had  a  blanket  order  ar- 
rangement with  a  Peruvian  dealer.   There  were  some  com- 
plaints that  Peruvian  dealers  would  not  accept  such  agree- 
ments. 

1.5.  Farmington  Plan 

There  seems  to  be  some  confusion  over  Farmington  Plan 
arrangements  for  Peru.   Cornell,  the  institution  which  was 
assigned  Peru  in  I960,  did  not  even  indicate  participation. 
Four  universities  replied  that  they  participate  .in  the  Plan; 
Michigan  State,  Duke,  Purdue,  and  the  Library  of  Congress. 
All  agreed  that  the  Plan  has  been  totally  ineffective  and 
receipts  almost  nil.   Perhaps  part  of  this  situation  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  these  libraries  are  not  supposed  to  have 
the  Plan  since  revisions  of  it  were  made  in  196O.   The 
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1.5.  (cont.) 

situation  definitely  needs  clarifj cation  if  an  ineffective 
program  is  to  be  made  effective. 

The  New  York  Public  Library  participated  in  the  Plan 
but  no  longer  does  so. 

1.6.  Do  you  have  any  of  your  purchases  bound  in  the  coun- 
try of  origin? 

The  University  of  Texas^  Michigan  State,,  and  the 
University  of  Kansas  are  the  only  U.  S.  libraries  which 
have  any  of  their  binding  in  Peru.   Texas  and  Kansas  have 
Iturriaga  bind  their  material;  Michigan  State  did  not  say 
where  its  work  is  done.   All  three  agreed  that  the  arrange- 
ment is  very  satisfactory.

11. 2.  Describe  briefly  the  effectiveness  of  your  exchange 
program  for  Peru.

The  libraries  reporting  satisfactory  exchange  programs 
are  Stanford,  Florida  State  University,  Michigan  State, 
Purdue,  Louisiana  State,  the  New  York  Public  Library,  and 
the  University  of  Texas.   Those  which  find  their  programs 
unsatisfactory  are  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  University 
of  Florida,  Washington  State  University,  Harvard  Law 
School,  Cornell,  the  University  of  Utah,  Syracuse,  and  the 
Smithsonian  Institution.   It  must  be  pointed  out  that  some 
of  the  libraries  which  report  unsatisfactory  programs  say 
that  they  have  little  to  offer  in  exchange  or  that  their 
staffs  are  too  small  to  handle  the  necessary  correspondence 
and  mailing. 

Several  libraries  observed  that  their  main  problems 
in  this  matter  are  due  to  the  lack  of  any  centralized 
agency  to  handle  exchange  in  Peru.   It  is  necessary,  for 
instance,  to  maintain  relations  with  each  college  and  in- 
stitute within  a  university.   This  is  a  common  problem 
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throughout  Latin  America.   Other  problems  indicated  in  the 
questionnaire  were:   Lack  of  response  to  correspondence, 
failure  to  notify  exchange  partner  of  the  suspension  or 
cessation  of  a  periodical,  and  lack  of  response  to  claims. 

None  of  the  libraries  v:hich  reported  satisfactory  ex- 
change programs  offered  any  Information  or  co.mments  on  the 
problems  mentioned  above. 

The  replies  to  this  section  Indicate  that  a  great  deal 
of  correspondence,  constant  supervision,  and  careful  bibliO' 
graphic  investigation  are  needed  to  maintain  Peruvian  ex- 
changes on  a  large  scale.

111. 3.  Dealers  and  exchange  sources  for  securing  special 
forms  of  materials. 

Therse  do  not  differ  from  the  regular  channels  of  sup- 
ply for  current  materials.   Three  of  the  libraries  use 
Stechert-IIafner .   Five  secure  the  material  directly  from 
the  issuing  body  either  on  exchange  or  by  purchase.   One 
library  uses  Iturrlaga. 

IV.   Non-current  materials. 

a.  and  b.   Twenty-nine  of  the  institutions  returning 
the  questionnaire  have  acquisition  programs  for  non-current 
materials.   The  answers  to  the  questions  regarding  dealers 
and  sources  for  non-current  materials  do  not  differ  sub- 
stantially from  those  given  in  regard  to  current  materials. 
The  replies  were  not  specific  as  to  subject  specialties  in 
most  cases.   The  following  table  indicates  the  dealers  used, 
the  frequency  of  citation,  and  in  two  cases,  the  subject 
specialties  of  the  dealer.

This  table  shows  that  Stechert-Hafner  in  the  United  States 
and  Iturrlaga  in  Peru  are  the  major  sources  for  purchase 
of  non-current  Peruvian  materials^  as  well  as  for  current 
publications . 

c.   United  States  Book  Exchange. 

Twenty-two  libraries  make  use  of  the  USBE.   Reports  on 
its  effectiveness  range  from  unsatisfactory  to  "very  useful." 
This  would  suggest  that  there  is  no  single  standard  by  which 
to  judge  its  services.   The  majority  of  users^  however,  re- 
port that  they  are  satisfied  with  USBE  and  find  it  a  good 
source  of  books  and  periodicals. 

V.   What  are  the  major  problems  in  the  acquisition  of 

miaterials  from  Peru?  Recommendations  for  improvement? 

Twenty-two  libraries  responded  to  this  section;  of 
these  nine  had  recommendations  for  improvement.   The  lack 
of  bibliographic  information  was  cited  almost  universally 
as  the  major  problem.   Lack  of  reliable  dealers  in  Peru  was 
noted  by  six  libraries,  although  Florida,  Texas,  and  Kansas 
pointed  out  that  they  have  no  problems  with  Iturrlaga.   An- 
other problem  noted  was  the  small  number  of  books  printed 
in  an  edition.   This,  combined  with  the  lack  of  up-to-date 
bibliographic  information,  means,  in  some  cases,  that  a 
book  is  not  available  when  ordered  a  short  time  after  its 
publication.   Those  libraries  with  a  blanket  order  agree- 
ment through  Stechert-Hafner  had  few,  if  any,  complaints 
about  dealers  or  bibliography. 

Six  libraries  said  it  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  in- 
formation about  government  publications  or  to  know  through 
what  agency  to  acquire  them.   This  is  the  same  problem  of 
decentralization  which  was  noted  in  regard  to  exchange  ar- 
rangements . 
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Other  problems  mentjonecl  were:   erratic  responses  to 
inquiries.  Inadequate  advertising  by  Peruvian  dealers, 
high  cost  of  materials,  slow  mail  service,  difficulty  in 
locating  out-of-print  material,  lack  of  specialty  dealers,, 
and  lack  of  dealers  who  accept  standing  orders.   These 
problems  are  common  to  many  Latin  American  countries  and 
those  relating  to  Peru  do  not  appear  to  be  unique. 

The  recommendations  offered  can  be  summarized  as 
follows: 

a)  encourage  and  give  more  support  to  LACAP; 

b)  for  government  documents,  encourage  the  establish- 
ment of  a  central  agency  for  bibliographic  and  order  contro 
similar  to  the  U.  S.  Superintendent  of  Documents; 

c)  encourage  government  action  to  Improve  mail 
service; 

d)  make  an  effort  to  have  the  Anuario  bibliografico 
peruano  brought  up  to  date  and  to  have  ic  issued  on  a  regu- 
lar  basis; 

e)  realize  the  need  for, the  stronger  organization  of 
the  book  trade  industry  in  Peru,  especially  in  such  matters 
as  standing  orders; 

f)  stress  the  need  for  the  establishment  of  a  central 
agency  in  Peruvian  universities  to  handle  exchange  for  all 
subdivisions .

The  situation  is  a  dismal  one  for  morjt  of  Latin 
America,  but  for  Paraguay  it  is  downright  distressing.  Very 
few  libraries  in  the  United  States  have  material  concerning 
Paraguay,  few  are  interested  in  acquiring  any,  ar.d  poor, 
c-rnall  Paraguay  can  scarcely  produce  enough  printed  informa- 
tion to  supply  the  small  demand  that  does  exist. 

Bi;:t  if  research  on  Paraguay  is  unusually  difficult  for 
these  few  who  are  interested,  it  is  by  no  means  im.possible. 
Sev-ral  libraries  here  in  the  United  States  have  respectable 
coj.:  ect-j  oiiS  or  material  on  Paraguay,  and  ai'e  making  every 
e:Cxo:''t   to  expand  tiieir  holdings.   It  is  the  purpose  of  this 
vJO;-!Ling  paper  to  describe  these  collections  and  to  discuss 
t:.,-:  methods  by  wh.ica  American  libraries  acquire  current  and 
noii~cu:jrent  material  concerning  Paraguay. 


-'■•   Source  Materials  for  Paraguay 

In  1939:,  when  The  University  of  Texas  purchased  the 
private  library  of  Manuel  E.  Gondra,  Paraguayan  president 
and  statesman,  it  acquired  what  must  undoubtedly  be  the 
outstanding  collection  of  source  material  for  Paraguay  in 
the  United  States.   The  Gondra  collection  comprises  7,283 
p.'.u.nted  books,  2,633  pamphlets,  270  maps,  and  over  20,000 
pages  of  manuscripts  transcribed  from  originals  found  in 
the  Archivo  de  las  Indias  in  Seville,  the  archives  of 
Sirfx-mcas,  the  British  Museum  and  the  Archivo  Nacional  of 
Par:-gua2/,  and  ranges,  in  point  of  time,  from  1531  to  1921. 
Sixteenth  century  explorations,  colonial  civil  and  ecclesi- 
astical administration,  Spanish-Portuguese  relations,  nine- 
teenth century  republican  history,  all  are  subjects  covered 
by  the  collection,  which  also  includes  a  respectable  amount 
of  Information  concerning  Uruguay,  Argentina,  Chile, 
Bolivia  and  Brazil. 

The  University  of  North  Carolina  specializes  in  five 
Latin  American  countries,  one  of  which  is  Paraguay,  and  ac- 
cording to  Ronald  Hilton,  its  collection  is  an  excellent 
cna„   Northwestern  University  has  some  information  on 
Paraguay  in  the  Acosta  papers,  which  deal  principally  with 
Bolivia",  and  there  is  material  on  boundary  arbitrations  be- 
tween Argentina  and  Paraguay  in  Record  Group  76:   Records 
of  Boundary  and  Claims  Commissions  and  Arbitration  in  the 
United  States  National  Archives.   The  University  of  Michi- 
gan has  a  few  early  Paraguayan  imprints,  and  the  John 
Carter  Brown  Library  of  Brown  University  has  two  extra- 
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ordinarily  rare  studies  of  the  Guaranl  language  printed  by 
the  Jesuit  press  in  Paraguay  In  1722  and  1724.        .  . 

No  one  library  has  much  to  offer  in  the  way  of  news- 
papers and  periodical  publications.   The  Library  of  Con- 
gress undoubtedly  has  the  widest  holdings.   Harvard,,  in 
addition  to  a  few  decrees  of  the  dictator  Carlos  Antonio 
Lopez  as  contained  in  Repertorio  nacional  (i843),  the  con- 
stitutions of  187c,  1925  and  1940/  and  about  35  volumes  of 
treatises,  has  the  Registro  oficlal  from  1869  to  date,  with 
some  gaps,  and  twenty  volijmes  of  unspecified  periodicals. 
The  New  York  Public  Library  has  the  Registro  oficlal  com- 
plete from  18G9  to  date,  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  has  long  runs  of  newspapers.   The  University  of 
Texas,  again  jn  its  Gondra  collection,  has  files  of  many 
short-lived  and  now  very  rare  periodicals  and  newspapers 
published  during  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century 
and  c-he  first  twenty  years  of  the  twentieth. 


TI .   Acquisition  of  Source  Materials  for 

Paraguay 

Fifty-four  libraries  replied,  in  one  form  or  another, 
to  the  questionnaire  and  check  list  concerning  the  acqui- 
sition of  materials  on  Paraguay.   Of  these,  fourteen  mere- 
ly stated  that  their  holdings  and  acquisitions  program  did 
not  warrant  completing  either  questionnaire  or  check  list. 
One  library  returned  the  check  list  only,  and  thirty-nine 
answered  both  questionnaire  and  check  list  insofar  as  they 
were  able.   Of  these  thirty-nine  institutions,  only  three 
can  be  said  to  have  a  special  interest  and  a  moderately 
active  acquisitions  program  for  Paraguay:   the  University 
of  North  Carolina,  which  specializes  in  Paraguay  and  four 
other  Latin  American  countries;  The  University  of  Texas, 
which  likes  to  continue  adding  to  its  excellent  Gondra 
collection;  and  Syracuae  U'nlverslty,  the  institution  re- 
sponsible for  Paraguay  under  the  Farmington  Plan. 

It  is  not  altogether  strange,  therefore,  that  in  hand- 
ling questionnaires  which  contained  inform.ation  concerning 
Peru  as  well  as  Paraguay,  and  in  which  the  two  countries 
were  not  always  specifically  separated,  this  writer  should 
have  absorbed  the  feeling^ that,  in  general,  the  information 
given  applied  more  to  Peru  than  to  Paraguay.   For  the  sake 
of  clarity  and  legibility,  the  following' lists,  tabulations 
and  totals  have  not  been  hedged  about  with  all  of  the  per- 
hapses  and  maybes  and  more  or  lesses  which  might  very  well 
have  been  used,  but  the  Interested  and  careful  reader  would 
be  well  advised  to  add  a  private  mas  o  menos  to  the  end  of 
each  statement . 
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I.l.   Most  libraries  were  quite  specific  when  listing  the 
subject  areas  in  which  tY^ev   were  Interested.   The  Library 
Mew  York  Public  Library,  Louisiana  State  Uni-

verslty,  Syracuse  University  and  The  University  of  Texas 
indicated  they  covered,  or  hoped  to  cover  eventually,  all 
areas  with  the  exception  of  such  specialized  subjects  as 
theology,  medicine  and  agriculture.  Others  listed  their 
specialties,  among  which  the  preponderance  of  literature 
and  history  is  notable,  as  follows:

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1.4.  Eight  libraries  have  blanket  orders  for  material  on 
Paraguay.   Syracuse  University,  responsible  for  Paraguay 
under  the  Farmington  program,  has  a  blanket  order  with  the 
Agencia.de  Librerlas  Nizza  in  Asuncion.   The  others,  the 
Library  of  Congress,  New  York  Public  Library,  the  National 
Agricultural  Library,  the  National  Library  of  Medicine, 
Duke  University,  Michigan  State  University,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Kansas,  have  blanket  orders  with  Stechert-Hafner 
under  the  LACAP-  agreement .  . 

1.5.  Concerning  the  Farmington  program,  Syracuse  Universi- 
ty, the  depository  for  Paraguay,  feels  the  program  is  work- 
ing poorly.  It  reports  there  is  very  little  publishing  be- 
ing done  in  Paraguay,  and  that  most  material  must  be 
obtained  outside  the  country.  Government  publications  are 
very  difficult  to  obtain,  and  that  library  is  nov/  trying  to 
obtain  them  on  exchange. 

1.6.  No  library  has  books  bound  in  Paraguay. 


II.  It  would  be  difficult  to  state  exactly  how  many  libra- 
ries carry  on  an  actual  exchange  program  with  institutions 
in  Paraguay.   Perhaps  the  best  indication  of  the  number  is 
the  fact  that  of  the  thirty-nine  check  lists  examined  and 
returned,  only  seventeen  v/ere  marked  in  any  way.   Of  these, 
twelve  had  dealt  with  one  or  tv/o  institutions  only,  the 
other  five  as  follows:   Library  of  Congress,  I6;  Universi- 
ty of  Florida,  8;  The  University  of  Texas,  7;  Pan  American 
Health  Organization-V/orld  Health  Organization,-  6;  and  Uni- 
versity of  California,  Berkeley,  4. 

In  general  terms,  tv70  libraries  find  their  exchange 
programs  satisfactory  and  three  are  moderately  satisfied 
with  very  limited  programs.   The  rest  find  their  exchange 
programs,  if  in  existence  at  all,  completely  ineffective. 

The  difficulties  which  have  prevented  effective  ex- 
change programs  are  to  be  found  here  in  the  United  States 
as  well  as  in  Paraguay.   Academic  institutions  and  govern- 
ment agencies  in  Paraguay,  the  ones  most  likel^r  to  be 
capable  of  participating  in  an  exchange  program,  are  al-" 
miost  totally  decentralized.   It  is  difficult  to  obtain  an 
address  and  to  arrange  an  exchange.   It  is  exceedingly  dif- 
ficult, subsequently,  to  obtain  a  reply  to  correspondence, 
or  to  keep  track  of  the  agency  as  it  proceeds  through  its 
inevitable  administrative  evolution.   In  the  United  States, 
exchange  programs  are  hampered  by  lack  of  staff  and  of 
publications  to  offer  in  exchange. 

III.  Purchase  of  special  forms  of  material  such  as  maps, 
prints,  phonodiscs  and  music  scores  is  extremely  infrequent, 
Eleven  libraries  report  making  some  attempt  to  obtain  maps. 
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and  as  few  as  five  purchase  prints^  phonodiscs  and  music 
scores . 

Those  who  do  search  for  these  special  materials  ob- 
tain their  bibliographical  Information  In  a  variety  of  ways

Agenda  de  Librerfas  Nlzza,  in  Asuncion,  and  Alexander 
Broude,  are  two  dealers  from  whom  special  materials  have 
been  obtained.   Generally  speaking,  however,  v;hen  not  pur- 
chasing directly  from  the  issuing  institution,  most  libra- 
ries prefer  to  deal  with  Stechert-Hafner . 


IV.a-b.   There  was  apparently  some  confusion  concerning  the 
information  requested  in  Question  IV,  pts.  a  and  b,  with  re- 
gard to  the  acquisition  of  non-current  m.aterials.   Both 
questions  were  frequently  ansv/ered  with  precisely  the  same 
information,  and  occasionally  reference  was  merely  made  to 
Question  1.3,    which  referred  to  the  acquisition  of  current 
material.   The  sumjnary  will  probably  be  more  intelligible 
than  a  more  precise  list. 

Three  libraries  do  not  purchase  non-current  materials.  , 
The  thirty-six  who  do  reported  that  their  purchases  in 
Latin  Amterica  are  made  from  many,  largely  unspecified, 
dealers.   Specifically,  the  Agenda  de  Librerfas  Nizza,  Dr. 
Carlos  Henning's  Librerfa  Universal,  and,Llbrerla  Studlum, 
are  mentioned  once  or  twice  more  often  than  any  others.  In 
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the  United  States  these  libraries  deal  with  Franz  C.  Feger, 
overwhelmingly  with  Stechert-Hafner,  and,  again,  many  other 
unspecified  dealers  . 

IV. c.   Twenty-one  libraries  make  use  of  the  United  States 
Book  Exchange,  nine  are  aware  of  its  services  but  do  not 
use  it,  and  four  just  don't  use  it.   Of  the  twenty-one  li- 
braries who  do  use  it,  and  obtain  both  books  and  periodi- 
cals from  it,  eleven  find  it  very  useful,  four  only 
moderately  so,  and  six  find  it  ineffective  and  therefore 
make  infrequent  use  of  it.   The  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina and  Syracuse  University,  both  of  vvhom  have  a  special 
interest  in  Paraguay,  consider  the  U.S.B.E.  effective  and 
useful. 


V.  A  recitation  of  the  problems  surrounding  Latin  American 
acquisitions  makes  a  doleful  dirge  indeed.  In  the  order  of 
diminishing  emphasis,  these  are  the  problems: 

'  .1.,  Lack  of  reliable,  up-to-date  bibliographies 

2.  Lack  of  reliable  dealers 

3.  Failure  to  elicit  replies  to  correspondence 

4.  Difficulty  in  obtaining  government  documents 

5.  Decentralization  of  academic  and  government  agencies 

6.  Refusal  to  accept  standing  orders 

7.  Necessity  of  pre -payment 

8.  Inadequate  printings 

9.  High  prices 

10.   Lack  of  interest  here  in  the  United  States 

The  suggested  solutions,  some  well  within  the  realm  of 
possibility,  some  not,  are  the  following: 

1.  Improved  exchange  programs 

2.  Larger  printings 

3.  Greater  academic  and  government  centralization 

4.  Better  organized  book  trade  in  Latin  America 

5.  National  agencies  patterned  after  Her  Majesty's  Sta-

The  response  to  the  questionnaire  on  acquisitior.s  from 
Bolivia,  Ecuador  and  Uruguay  was  as  follows :  a  total  of  fifty- 
two  libraries  replied  in  some  wayj  twenty-nine  returned  a  com- 
pleted questionnaire  and  check  lists  of  exchange  sourcesj 
eleven  sent  the  completed  questionnaire  only^  three  sent  the 
check  lists  onlyj  ten  replied  by  letter  exjXiTinir.2  that  there 
was  no  effort  being  made  to  collect  in  these  areas  or  so  Httle 
had  been  acquired  that  it  was  not  thought  x-JorthwliLle  to  return 
the  questionnaire e 

A  sufficient  response  was  received  to  furnish  a  rather 
graphic  picture  of  the  status  of  library  acquisitions  from 
these  three  areas.  The  picture  is  generally  a  re-run:  the 
problems,  complaints  and  adverse  criticisms  are  similar  to 
those  of  previous  studies  for  other  areas.  The  greatest  problem 
is  the  same  as  it  has  been  for  most  other  areas — lack  of  accurate 
bibliograi^ies  of  current  and  of  out-of-print  materials. 

At  the  time  that  the  questionnaires  were  being  filled 
there  were  great  expectations  expressed  that  the  new  tool —

Most  of  the  libraries  reported  having  no  exchange  program. 
Those  having  a  very  limited  exchange  seemed  to  be  m.ost  satis- 
fied. This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  there  was  sufficient 
staff  time  to  follow  up  on  missing  issues  and  to  take  care  of 
correspondence.   A  few  universities  with  a  great  many  publi- 
cations to  offer  were  also  satisfied ^  probably  also  because 
of  sufficient  staff  to  handle  exchanges. 

One  library  complained  of  not  receiving  periodicals  of 
value  equal  to  those  sent* 

A  great  many  libraries,  with  either  large  or  small  programs, 
reported  that  latin  American  agencies  had  no  centralized 
exchange  offices |  there  was  no  response  to  correspondence  even 
if  Spanish  was  used;  publication  was  irregular;  no  notification 
of  cessation,  change  of  title,  etc.,  was  ever  received;  claims 
were  not  honored,  or  the  publication  was  out  of  print  by  the 
time  claim  was  sent.  In  summary,  constant  attention  was  needed 
to  keep  any  exchange  program  active* 

It  was  the  conclusion  of  one  librarian  that  exchanges 
tended  to  degenerate  into  a  two-way  gift  program.  It  was 
more  satisfactory  to  buy  the  publications.

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I.  PRE3EMT  _ST_ATUS  OF  THE  PUBLISHING  INDUSTRY  IN  B0LI7IA 
By:  Harcela  Heneses  and  Werner  Guttentag 

It  would  appear  that  the  history  of  the  publishing  industry--  in  Boli- 
via had  originated  back  in  the  year  l6l2,  when  the  first  printing  plant 
"Juli"  was  established  in  the  territory  of  Audiencia  de  Charcas  del  Alto 
Per6,  now  Bolivia.  \/ 

However,  only  since  l825j  when  the  Republic  was  created,  which  is 
the  time  free  expression  of  thought  actually  started,  can  we  say  that 
the  Bolivian  bibliographical  industry  was  born  with  the  publishing  of  the 
first  journals,  of  political  rather  than  cultural  content.  Moreover,  the 
intellectual  activity  v/hich  gained  extraordinary  impetus  since  the  XVII 
and  XVIII  Centuries,  reached  its  climax  in  the  XX  Century  under  the  influ- 
ence of  progress  in  letters,  the  sciences  and  technology,  not  so  the  pub- 
lishing industry  whose  development  has  always  been  slow,  marking  a  consid- 
erable inequality  between  intellectual  productiveness  and  the  printing  of 
thought,  an  inequality  which  is  one  of  the  deternininr;:  factors  in  the 
present  panorama  of  the  publishing  industry  in  Bolivia , 

Of  the  three  basic  elements  of  the  publishing  industry:  authors, 
paper,  and  publishers;  paper  is  another  factor  v/hich  hinders  its  develop- 
ment. To  date  there  are  no  paper  mills  in  Bolivia.  Paper  was  imported 
from  Europe  and  the  U.S.A.  until  1963*  Pursuant  to  Supreme  De.M'ee  of 
August  22,  1963,  2/  this  item  must  be  imported  only  from  the  U.SoA.,  and 
at  a  higher  price.  Logically,  this  fact  has  provoked  an  increase  in  the 
cost  of  production  of  Bolivian  books,  simultaneously  leading  to  a  drop 
in  the  demand. 

National  production  in  recent  years  has  ranged  from  250  to  300  titles 
per  year  3/  (books  and  pamphlets).  If  we  consider  that  of  the  ^,000,000 
inhabitants  in  Boli-^/ia  h/   only  approximately  35  to  hOP/o   are  literate  in 
other  words  for  a  population  of  1,600,000  approximately  300  titles  are 
published  per  year,  we  can  understand  the  intellectual  unrest  and  the 
desire  to  write  that  exists  in  Bolivia,  in  spite  of  the  limited  nature 
of  its  publishing  industry.

Only  those  which  periodically  publish  books  and  other  bibliographi- 
cal material,  excepting  journals,  and  who  assume  the  responsibility  for 
their  publications  have  been  considered  as  being  publishers ;  on  the  con- 
trary, those  who  are  merely  printers  of  journals  and  even  books,  but  at 
the  request  of  authors  or  editors,  have  been  considered  as  printing  plants; 
the  small  printing  shops  whose  operations  are  limited  to  printing  cards  an 
and  other  ephemeral  material  have  not  been  included  in  the  figures  for  the 
printing  plants. 

The  publishers  marked  (')  are  those  which  belong  to  official  and 
semiofficial  institutions,  whose  book  production  is  dependent  on  the  re- 
quirements and  activities  of  the  institution  to  which  they  belong  and 
generally  publish  magazines, pamphlets  and  anriual  reports  and  records  for 
gratuitous  distribution  5/. 

So  far  as  the  Bolivian  book  market  is  concerned:  there  has  been  a 
surprising  increase  in  the  demand  in  recent  years  and  with  a  tendency 
toward  greater  interest  in  books  than  in  magazines  and  pamphlets,  which 
to  a  certain  extent  is  in  contrast  to  the  economic  capacity  of  the  coun- 
try and  of  the  readers.  This  development  has  been  evident  since  the

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inflationary  period  of  195^-1958  when,  because  of  the  difficulties  in 
importing  books,  large  numbers  of  domestic  books  were  printed,  perhaps 
overestimating  consumption;  thus, today  there  is  evidence  of  a  revival 
of  interest  in  domestic  books ^  which  are  being  published  in  smaller 
numbers,  but  with  a  greater  diversity  of  headings  6/, 

That  which  we  say  of  books  cannot  be  said  of  the  periodical  publi- 
cations in  Bolivia,  because  they  have  not  achieved  what  we  would  call 
stability;  many  magazines  and  a  few  series  publications  are  printed 
but  their  failure  lies  in  the  lack  of  periodicity  and  uniformity  of  the 
publication.  The  reasons  for  this  literary  inconstancy  are  many,  and 
among  the  most  weighty  we  can  point  out:   a)  the  publication  of  maga- 
zines is  not  subject  to  any  standardization  or  official  technical  reg- 
ulations; b)  very  seldom- are  the  magazines  published  on  a  solid  eco- 
nomic basis  capable  of  assuring  their  circulation  notwithstanding 
fluctuations  in  the  demand  and  the  cost  of  production;   c)  the  capacity 
of  business  and  industry  is  still  limited  to  give  permanency  to  new  maga- 
zines or  those  which  have  not  earned  prestige  in  the  market,  merely 
through  advertisements;   d)  the  cost  of  the  paper,  printing,  illustra- 
tions and  labor,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  does  not  permit  the  publica- 
tion of  a  good  magazine  which  is,  in  addition,  within  the  reach  of  the 
readers . 

Logically,  the  costs  of  production  and  sales  vary  depending  on 
whether  the  material  is  books,  pamphlets  or  magazines;  the  type  of  paper 
illustrations,  format,  etc.  and  above  all  on  the  volume  of  the  printing 
which  is  generally  from  1,500  to  5,000  as  a  minimum  and  which  is  usually 
of  pu'::lications  for  gratuitous  distribution  or  technical  or  scientific 
works  for  which  the  demand  cannot  be  greater.  The  larger  circulations 
are  from  6,000  copies  and  up,  these  are  of  a  commercial  nature  and  are 
more  Equitable  for  publications  of  school  texts  or  readers. 

The  average  figures  of  the  costs  of  production  7/  are:   0:>5  to  0.20 
American  dollar  per  pamphlet  of  approximately  50  pages  and  l.CO  to  1,.80 
dollars  per  book  in  the  case  of  unbound  publications.  The  price  per 
page  (1^^5  by  21,5  cm.)  is  O.O3  dollars  and  the  offset  illustrations  are 
an  average  of  0,025  dollars. 

The  selling  prices  are:  5  to  6  dollars  per  book;  1  to  5  dollars  per 
novel;  and  0o25  to  1.00  dollar  per  magazine  and  pamphlet;  this  average 
price  includes  the  sales  taxes  and  the  discounts  to  authors  and  publish- 
ers 8/ . 

The  predominating  themes  of  the  domestic  bibliographical  production 
are  in  the  following  scale  of  percentages:   9/  Economics,  Law  and  Legis- 
lation 3C^;  Education  20^;  Teaching  Texts  (primary,  secondary  and  higher) 
15%;  Politics  10^0;  Lectures  and  conferences  lOi^o;  History  7^;  Sciences  and

The  major  purchasers  of  books  are  represented  in  the  follov/ing 
order:   Libraries,  Students,  Professionals  and  among  these  doctors  and 
economists  are  in  first  place,  follov/ed  by  politicians,  employees, 
teachers  and  v;orkmen  10/. 

As  promoters  and  patrons  of  the  publishing  industry,  we  can  mention, 
in  addition  to  the  preceding  groups,  which  are  the  major  purchasers,  the 
personal  authors,  corporate  authors  and  all  those  institutions  as  the 
Universities,  Ministries,  Municipalities,  Industrial  and  Commercial  Enter- 
prises, Cultural  and  Scientific  Societies  and  Associations  and  finally, 
the  Foundations  organized  for  this  purpose,  -  in  Bolivia  we  have  the 
Patifio  Foundation-,  which  are  patrons  of  the  publishing  of  works-  espe- 
cially those  of  teclinical,  scientific,  cultural  or  artistic  contents <, 

In  Bolivia  there  is  minimum  censorship  of  books  <>  The  deir.ocratic 
principles  of  the  Political  Constitution  of  the  State  permit  freedom  of 
publication.   There  is  only  one  National  Censorship  Commission  v/hich 
censors  school  texts,  under  the  Ministry  of  Education  v;hose  objective  is 
to  see  whether  the  drafts  of  texts  submitted  by  the  authors  meet  the  con- 
ditions of  correctness,  morality  and  above  all  whether  they  meet  the 
technical  provisions  of  the  Bolivian  Education  Code,  which  is  a  require- 
ment prior  to  the  Registration  of  Intellectual  Prox^erty;  this  agency 
then  gives  the  authorization  for  the  publication  of  school  tey.ts.   The 
publishers  in  Bolivia  have  the  right  to  select,  accept  or  reject  the 
works  the  authors  submit  to  them  for  consideration.   This  selection  is 
linked  rather  to  the  interests  of  the  public  and  of  the  book  dealer, 
which  are  within  the  domain  of  the  publishers.  V'here  we  can  say  there 
is  a  stricter  control,  but  not  imposed  by  law,  is  in  the  Universities 
which  establish  quality  conditions  in  the  material  to  be  published,  on 
the  basis  of  their  own  by-laws,  especially  so  if  the  material  in  ques- 
tion deals  with  doctorate  theses. 

Very  few  publishers  issue  lists  or  catalogs  of  their  publications, 
which  mal<;es  it  much  more  difficult  to  obtain  the  knowledge  and  the 
information  pertaining  to  the  volume  of  their  literary  activities  and 
the  cause  of  this,  is  that  the  public  does  not  demand  this  class  of 
informative  element.   It  is  only  through  the  press  and  radio,  and  in  a 
very  restricted  form,  that  comments  and  criticisms  are  made  on  the 
outstanding  works  in  Bolivian  bibliography. 

There  are  other  aspects  ivhich  directly  or  indirectly  influence  the 
production  of  Bolivian  books,  and  which  are  worthy  of  consideration, 
these  are:   a)  gratuitous  distribution  of  books  and  magazines  and  b) 
foreign  aid  consisting  of  books  and  printing  equipment. 

The  grat-iltous^  dis-trlTautloii"  of  books  and  magazines  is  accomplished 
through  official  and  foreign  agencies,  among  which  we  can  mention: 
Ministry  af  Education  which,  pursuant  to  its  faculties  distributes

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mainly  reading  material,  and  teaching  texts  of  the  elementary''  cycle,  in 
relatively  large  quantities;  the  Information  Administration  of  the  Office 
of  the  President  of  the  Republic,  which  distributes  principally  publica- 
tions of  a  political- information  nature;  the  Universities  and  Scientific 
and  Cultural  Societies  do  so  in  a  very  small  scale,  since  this  material  is 
of  a  scientific  or  technical  nature,  and  rather  in  a  form  of  exchange. 
Among  the  foreign  institutions,  we  can  mention  the  Snbassios  which  dis- 
tribute, in  very  small  volume,  propaganda  and  information  materieG.,  Among 
these,  the  only  one  which  makes  distributions  worthy  of  consideration  is 
the  Embassy  of  the  U,S.A»  which  distributes  2,000  volumes  a  month  through 
its  Information  Service,  11/  principally  to  libraries,  universities, trade 
unions,  cooperatives  and  cultural  associations.  90/^  of  such  publications 
are  American  and  lQ>o  from  other  countries, the  themes  deal  with:  political 
sciences,  economics,  labor  and  syndical  education,  fiction  and  other. 
Of  all  these  publications,  2  are  magazines  published  in  Bolivia  "Foro" 
and  "El  Obrero"  at  a  cost  of  US  >J5C0,  per  printing  of  IS  to. 25, 000  copies. 

The  Operations  Mission  of  the  United  States  in  Bolivia  also  distrib- 
utes books  of  scientific,  technical  and  cultural  value  in  appreciable 
quantities  to  Universities,  libraries  and  teaching  and  instruction  Centers. 

The  Audiovisual  Center  under  the  Operations  lassion  of  the  U.S.A. 
at  the  moment  fills  a  need  that  is  deeply  felt  that  is,  at  the  moment  the 
National  Printing  Plant  in  Bolivia  does  not  have  the  classical  criteria  of 
a  Government  Publisher  or  National  Printing  Plant. 

The  production  of  the  Audiovisual  Center  is  of  excellent  quality  be- 
cause it  has  good  equipment  and  modern  machinery  both  for  printing  and 
for  other  forms  of  bibliographical  reproduction.  The  cooperation  it  lends 
is  exclusively  to  the  Government  and  to  some  other  semiofficial  entity. 
The  type  of  publications  it  issues  is  principally  educational, reading 
instruction,  technical  and  cultural  teaching  in  general*  It  is  also  ma- 
terial intended  for  gratuitous  distribution. 

Let  us  now  impartially  examine  the  real  benefit  that  the  gratuitous 
distribution  of  books  and  magazines  represents  for  the  Bolivian  publish- 
ing industry,  as  well  as  all  the  other  foreign  aid  in  this  field  of 
activitieso  1)  From  a  cultural  point  of  view  of  the  country,  the  gra- 
tuitous distribution  of  reading  materials:  books,  texts  and  magazines, 
favors  the  diffusion  of  knowledge  even  to  those  groups  of  people  who, 
for  economic  reasons,  arc  excluded  from  the  advances  and  the  progress 
achieved  in  science  and  culture  in  generals  It  is  also  an  easy  medium 
to  enrich  the  libraries.  2)  V.Tien  the  cooperation  consists  of  printing 
equipment  and  other  means  of  reproduction  of  documents.  As  in  the  case 
of  the  Audiovisual  Center,  this  is  extremely  useful  since  it  permits 
bringing  to  light  many  unpublished  works  with  a  valuable  content  of  na- 
tive culture,  information  on  the  development  of  the  country  or  of  ex- 
pressions of  Bolivian  thought  iii  general,  thus  stimulating  intellectual 
activity,  first  of  all  and  in  addition  giving  work  to  printers  and  en- 
gravers and  finally  producing  Bolivian  books.  3)  From  the  point  of  view

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of  private  industry,  the  opinion  of  th3  publishers  and  book  dealers, 
logically,  is  not  the  sane  and  it  is  th(?ir  opinion  that  if  one  takes  into 
consideration  that  the  publishing  industry  like  any  other  industry  cements 
its  life  and  progress  on  supply  and  demand;  whereas  the  ma^jor  purchasers 
which  are:  libraries,  students,  professionals,  etc.  have  within  their 
reach  good  quality  books,  and  gratis,  they  will  lose  inter^ySt  in  acquiring 
them  by  their  own  means  and  directing  that  chapter  of  their  esfcdjiiates  to  ot 
other  investments.  On  the  other  hand,  the  gratuitous  distribution  of  large 
quantities  of  books  and  other  bibliographical  material,  becomes  a  serious 
impact  to  the  publishing  industry,  in  the  first  place  because  it  may  gener- 
ate indifference  to  Bolivian  books  and  in  the  second  place  because  the 
cost  of  production  does  not  permit  the  publishers  in  thd.s  country  to  meet 
the  competition  of  foreign  books  wliich,  in  addition  to  being  of  quality, 
are  gratis*  Suffice  it  to  mention  that  at  the  moment,  Bolivian  publica- 
tions represent  merely  13%   compared  to  8^%   of  imported  publications,  to 
find  the  full  justification  of  the  opinion  of  an  economic  and  commercial 
nature  expressed  by  the  book  dealers  and  pub.lishers  in  tlrds  country . 

However,  it  is  very  possible  that  the  progressive  reduction  in  illit- 
eracy as  well  as  the  general  development  and  particularly  educational 
develoiHnent  that  the  country  is  achieving,  will  overcome  *hat  is  now  a 
problem  and  that  soon  the  demand  and  the  interest  in  Bolivian  books  will 
be  so  great  that  they  will  give  a  vigorous  impetus  to  the  development  of 
the  publishing  industry  throughout  the  nation.

Moreover,  Jose  Rosendo  Gutierrez,  Ricardo  Ugarte  and  Valentin  Abecia 
extended  his  work  until  the  end  of  the  XIX  Century. 

For  several  decades  in  this  XX  Century  there  were  no  librarians  avail- 
able in  this  country  to  accomplish  this  work;  until  in  the  1950-1960  dec- 
ade several  librarians  took  specialized  abroad,  and  brought  new  library 
and  bibliographical  techniques  to  this  country;  thus  in  recent  years  sov- 
eral  monographs  of  Bolivian  Bibliography  wore  published,  such  as  those  of:

A  thorough  investigation  of  the  Bolivian  Bibliography  for  this  Century 
does  not  exist,  and  only  since  1962  have  \-^e   had  available  a  systematic 
bibliographical  work  from  the  "Los  Amigos  del  Libro"  Publishers,  whose 
first  issue  containing  the  bibliographical  production  of  1962,  was  publish- 
ed last  year,  and  we  will  have  the  bibliography  for  1963  available  in  the 
near  future.

Some  deduction  can  be  drawn  from  this  work,  for  cxar.ple  the  tendency 
toward  greater  production  of  books  instead  of  pamphlets  as  in  the  past. 
Today  there  is  greater  production  of  texts;  although  the  publication  of 
political,  economic  and  legal  books  and  pamphlets  continues  to  be  far 
greater  than  literary  v/orks,  the  scientific  and  technical  works  continue 
to  be  an  absolute  minority.  However,  bibliographical  compilations  of 
additional  years  are  required  in  order  to  arrive  at  more  exact  conclusions 
on  the  nature  of  the  Boliviam  publications. 

Although  Legislation  exists  in  our  country,  the  Government  has  not 
succeeded  in  accomplishing  the  observance  of  such  provisions  pertaining 
to  official  delivery  of  all  publications, nor  the  obligation  the  publish- 
ers have  to  show  complete  data  such  as:  year,  printer,  number  of  copies, 
etc.  Then  there  is  complete  confusion  on  the  concept  of  Publisher  and 
Printing  Plant. 

So  far  as  the  magazines  are  concerned,  they  are  published  very  ir- 
regularly and  a  complete  bibliographical  index  does  not  exist  in  this 
field,  although  the  Bolivian  Bibliography  of  1962  and  1965  has  taken  into 
consideration  a  few  magazines  whose  contents  are  far-reaching,  for  example: 
Biennial  Plan  of  the  Government,  which  is  a  series  publication  rather  than 
a  magazine. 

In  the  assay  of  the  Bolivian  Bibliography,  since  1962,  we  have  called 
on  the  national  as  well  as  international  official  entities,  in  order  to 
accomplish  a  more  complete  v/ork,  but  unfortunately  the  assistance  given  by 
both,  including  the  Bnbassies  abroad,  has  been  very  limited, 

A  more  complete  study  is  being  undertaken  at  present  on  the  Bolivian 
Bibliography,  as  well  as  numerous  improvements  for  future  annual  issues. 
Supplements  of  the  books  and  pamphlets  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  will 
be  published  after  the  publication  of  the  year-books. 

The  objective  is  to  complete  the  Bolivian  Bibliography  with  works 
written  abroad  about  our  country,  as  well  as  foreign  translations  of 
Bolivian  books.

Since  Bolivia  was  constituted  as  a  Sovereign  Republic, it  has  signed 
and  ratified  a  series  of  bilateral  and  multilateral  conventions,  agree- 
ments and  treaties  with  countries  of  this  and  other  Continents,  pertain- 
ing to  the  exchange  of  publications,  cultural  exchange  and  exchange  of 
teachers  and  students,  which  are  deteiled  below,  noreover,  executive 
regulations  exist  which  establish  the  compulsory  Legal  Filing  of  several 
copies,  as  a  requirement  prior  to  the  registration  of  intellectual  prop- 
erty on  all  publications  printed  in  this  country  or  abroad  v/hen  the  na- 
ture of  the  work,  the  residence  of  the  author  or  publisher,  the  place  of 
circulation  or  other  factors  show  that  it  is  a  domestic  work.  1/  The  pur- 
pose of  the  compulsoi*y  Legal  Filing  is  none  other  than  to  preserve  the 
national  bibliographical  right  of  ownership  a:ad  to  compile  the  material 
required  to  fulfill  the  international  conventions  covering  the  exchange 
of  publications  which  are  now  in  force.

In  their  session  of  August  I962  the  National  Congress  ratified  the 
text  of  the  two  International  Conventions  on  the  Exchange  of  publications 
and  on  the  Exchange  of  official  publications  and  governmental  documents 
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between  States,  which  the  General  Conference  of  Unesco  approved  during 
its  10th  Meeting,  held  in  Paris  on  November  h   to  December  5,  1958,  ^Z* 

However  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  legal  basis  exists 
which  opens  the  door  and  facilitates  the  operations  for  the  international 
exchange  of  publications  with  the  American  and  Europeain  countries,  in 
Bolivia  the  exchange  has  not  been  accomplished  in  a  manner  which  signifies 
a  true  exchange  of  thought  or  of  culture  and  much  less  signifies  a  means 
of  enriching  its  bibliographical  collections,  for  reasons  that  it  is  nec- 
essary to  describe  in  detail,  and  these  are: 

1  -  The  existence  of  the  conventions  and  agreements  for  the  exchange 

of  publications  which  Bolivia  has  in  force  with  the  countries 
of  America  and  other  Continents  has  not  been  made  known  suffi- 
ciently, preventing  those  institutions  interested  in  these  op- 
erations from  benefiting  from  such  agreements. 

2  -  The  failure  to  comply  and  the  lack  of  control  of  the  provisions 

pertaining  to  the  legal  filing  of  printed  matter  prior  to  re- 
cording of  intellectual  property  and. the  wholesale  sale  of 
domestic  works,  which  Bolivia  has  in  force. 

3  -  No  institution  exists. in  La  Paz,  which  ±$   legally  empowered  to 

coordinate,  direct  and  advice  in  the  operations  of  internation- 
al exchange  of  publications,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  compi- 
lation of  the  lists  of  exchange  material  from  all  the  organi- 
zations, and  make  them  Known  in  this  country  and  abroad. 

k  -  The  National  Library  which  is  located  in  the  city  of  Sucre 
which,  because  of  its  nature  and  pursuant  to  the  law  is  the 
most  suitable  agency  to  accomplish  the  international  exchange 
of  publications,  does  not  normally  accomplish  the  exchange 
nor  does  .it  publicize  it,  due  to  failure  to  comply  with  the 
legal  filing  requirement,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  eval- 
uate the  magnitude  nor  the  manner  in  which  proper  regulations 
on  the  exchange  of  publications  co\ild  benefit  the  bibliogra- 
phical collections  of  this  country. 

5  -  The  Library  of  the  Chancellery  or  the  Ministry  of  Foreign 
Relations,  which  is  also  of  a  national  nature  and  has  the 
advantage  of  being  located  in  the  city  of  La  Paz,  the  seat 
of  the  Government  and  therefore  the  center  of  the  vital  ac- 
tivities of  the  country,  and  where  the  majority  of  the  educa- 
tional, cultural,  industrial,  etc •  etc.  institutions  are 
located,  would  have  to  be  converted  to  the  governing  agency 
and  coordinator  of  the  international  exchange, as  well  as  the 
center  of  distribution  of  the  bibliographic  material  originat- 
ing abroad;  without  detriment  to  the  National  Library  in  Sucre 
continuing  in  its  functions  of  guardian  of  the  national  biblio- 
graphical assets,  and  the  other  institutions  continuing  as  in 
the  past,  accomplishing  their  own  operations  in  the  exchange 
of  publications. 


2/  The  ratification  documents  of  the  Unesco  Conference  are  in  the 
archives  of  the  Chancellery  of  the  Republic. 
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6  -  Another  cause  which  affects  the  quantitative  international 
exchange  of  publications,  is  the  repeal  of  the  provision 
which  established  postal  franchise  for  printed  matter. 
Although  it  is  evident  that  multilateral  agreements  exist 
between  Bolivia  and  the  Organization  of  American  States, 
Unesco,  Portuguese-Spanish  Countries  and  the  Postal  Union 
on  the  subject  of  franchise  for  printed  matter  by  surface 
but  not  air  h/ ^   this  merely  represents  a  very  limited 
advantage,  in  view  of  the  increasing  requirements  and  the 
urgent  nature  of  the  exchange  of  publications,  which  often 
has  to  use  air  transportation  and  unfortunately,  in  Bolivia, 
the  educational,  cultural,  technico-scientific  institutions, 
etc,  do  not  have  sufficient  or  adequate  budgets  to  cover  the 
rates  and  other  requirements  of  the  port  and  customs  ser- 
vices. 

Contrary  to  the  causes  which  hamper  the  international  exchange  of 
publications,  we  cam  mention  the  existence  of  favorable  factors  which, 
if  properly  utilized,  could  increase  the  exchange  and  thus  enrich  the 
bibliographical  collections  of  the  country,  these  are: 

1  -  None  of  the  international  agreements  or  conventions  signed  and  rati- 

fied by  the  Government,  prohibits  or  restricts  the  free  exchange  of 
publications  that  the  libraries,  universities  and  other  institutions 
accomplish  in  isolated  manner. 

2  -  The  democratic  essence  of  the  Bolivian  Political  Constitution,  makes 

it  possible  for  all  those  institutions  which,  because  of  their  na- 
ture, are  authors  or  publishers,  or  which  have  duplicates  available, 
to  perform  their  exchange  operations  within  the  margin  of  their  own 
interests  or  the  interest  of  the  field  in  which  they  specialize, 
without  any  limitation  whatsoever. 

3  -  The  ease  of  obtaining  them,  or  the  gratuitous  nature  of  practically 

all  the  official  publications,  many  of  them  with  valuable  informa- 
tive, technical,  scientific,  social  or  artistic  contents,  constitute 
another  advantage  to  their  utilization  for  purposes  of  international 
exchange . 

Book  Exchange,  in  Bolivia,  unfortunately  is  not  well  known  and  is 
used  by  a  maximum  of  4  or  5  libraries  in  the  city  of  La  Paz,  which  have 
been  fortunate  enough  to  have  this  privilege,  but  which  for  reasons 
v/hich  need  not  be  analyzed  here,  have  been  interrupted  since  this  present 
year  196^,  The  Libraries  which  benefited  from  exchange  with  the  USBE, 
were :

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The  institutions  which  freely  exchange  publications  in  Bolivia, 
either  because  they  are  authors  or  publishers,  or  because  they  have 
available  material  that. is  suitable  for  this  purpose,  are:   the  Librar- 
ies; the  Universities  of:  Cochabamba,  La  Paz,  Oruro,  Potosl,  San ha.  Cruz, 
Sucre,  and  Tarija  and  through  their  publications  and  exchange  depart- 
ments; the  Governmental  Agencies;  the  industrial  and  commercial  Enter- * 
prises  whether  they  are  national  autonomous  or  private;  the  professional 
Societies  and  Associations  which  may  be:  of  engineers,  doctors,  toacl-'cx-s, 
lawyers,  etc.  etc.;  trade  and  union  Organizations;  the  Military  Organi- 
zations, political  or  religious  organizations'.;,  the  teaching,  educational 
or  cultural  I nstitutiorxS, whether  official,  private  or  autonomous,  the 
binational  or  foreign  organizations  accredited  in  this  country*  All  of 
these  institutions  perforai  their  exchange  of  publications  operations  in 
and  out  of  the  country,  without  having  to  adjust  to  regulations  other 
than  those  imposed  by  the  postal  and  customs  departments.  Moreover .^  many 
of  the  said  institutions,  can  take  steps  before  the  Postal  Administration 
for  the  exemption  of  50?'^  reduction  in  the  postal  and  customs  duties  for 
sending  and  receiving  printed  matter,  permit  which  is  granted  by  Executive 
Degree  of  the  Public  VJorks  and  Communications  Ministry  7/  and  verified 
only  in  cases  of  need  and  preferably  to  official  irxstitutions. 

The  material  which  may  be  considered  suitable  for  exchange,  at  the 
moment,  is  the  following: 

1  -  Publications  of  the  Information  Department  of  the  Office  of 

the  President  of  the  Republic,  the  nature  of  which  is  predom- 
inantly political-informative,  their  distribution  is  gratuitous.. 
No  reciprocity  of  printed  matter  is  required. 

2  -  Official  publications  issued  by  the  various  goveriraenfcal  agencies 

which,  aside  from  legal  provisions  and  statistical  data,  may 
cover  other  fields  of  science,  technology  or  the  arts.  Practi- 
cally all  are  distributed  free  of  charge;  they  may  or  may  not 
require  reciprocity  of  printed  matter. 

3  -  Publications  of  educational,  professional,  university,  industrial 

and  commercial,  cultural,  etc.  Institutions  which  are  generally 
paid  for  and  have  technical,  scientific  or  informative  contents, 
and  therefore  their  exchange  requires  reciprocity  of  similar 
publications. 

At  the  moment,  no  authorized  classification  of  the  material  intended 
for  exchange  of  publications  exists.  Only  an  official  department  which 
would  centralize  the  coordination  and  assessment  of  these  operations, 
could  be  in  charge  of  performing  this  classification,  so  that  it  will  be 
valid  in  its  application.  Meanwhile,  each  institution  freely  selects 
its  exchange  material  and  establishes  the  conditions  for  the  distribution 
or  exchange  of  their  ovm  publications. 

The  internal  exchange  of  publications,  that  is,  within  the  country, 
Is  performed  under' the ^ame  difficulties  and  the  same  freedoms  which 
exist  for  the  international  exchange.

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IV.  Present  Status  of  Photocopying  Services  in  Bolivia 

by  Marcela  Meneses 

In  Bolivia,  three  types  of  photocopying  services  can  be  considered: 

1  -  The  feommercial  photocopy  services.  They  belong  to  a  private 

enterprise  and  any  one  can  call  on  them.  In  the  city  of 
La  Paz,  there  are  approximately  5  to  7  companies  specializing 
in  the  photocopying  of  documents,  although  today  practically 
all  the  photography  companies  are  engaging  in  the  reproduction 
of  documents,  so  that  sufficient  services  are  in  existence  to 
meet  the  general  requirements. 

Worthy  of  mention  is  the  cost,  and  this  varies  depending: 

a)  on  the  material  used  for  the  reproduction,  that  is  common 
paper,  card,  Bristol-board,  etc. 

b)  on  the  type  of  document,  which  may  be  an  engraving,  diploma, 
written  pages,  pamphlet,  etc.  etc.,  and 

c)  the  number  of  quantity  of  copies. 

Generally,  it  can  be  said  that  the  price  of  photorepr eductions  is 
still  high,  because  both  the  machines  and  the  paper  and  matrices  are 
imported  using  foreign  currency.  Each  box  of  "matrix"  delivered  in 
Bolivia  costs  US  J0o70,  and  the  Thermofax  positive  copy  sheet  costs 
US  -;J0.15  to  0,25.  If  the  material  in  question  is  a  diocument  of  one  or 
two  pages,  the  cost  of  the  photocopy  is  not  excessively  high,  but  if  it 
is  a  pamphlet  or  a  book,  the  cost  is  prohibitive. 

The  material  which  the  commercial  photoreproducers  reproduce  gener- 
ally consists  of:   diplomas,  personal  identification  certificates,  com- 
mercial or  legal  documents  and  other  documents  of  few  pages. 

2  -  Private  Photocopy  services.  Many  industrial,  commercial, 

scientific,  cultural  and  other  organizations,  already  have 
these  services  available  as  an  indispensable  part  of  their 
organization,  and  as  may  presumed,  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
such  companies.  The  types  of  machines  used  by  practically  all 
the  enterprises  and  companies  are  the  "Verifax"  and  "Thermofax" 
photoreproducing  machines. 

3  -  Photocopy  Services  of  Official  Agencies.  Very  few  of  the 

government  agencies  have  these  services  available,  their  use 
is  limited  at  times  to  the  technical  or  scientific  activities 
and  other  minor,  for  information,  the  library  and  files.  The 
high  cost  of  the  machines  and  the  materials  has  made  these 
services  of  the  State  very  limited  at  the  moment. 
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Among  the  libraries,  only  those  belonrlng  to  industrial  enterprises, 
technical  or  scientific  enterprises  have  these  services,  where  the 
photorepro duct ion  of  documents  is  of  prime  necessity  and  even  in  these 
institutions,  photorcproduction  is  very  limited,  for  the  reasons  given 
above. 

The  Universities  of  La  Paz,  Sucre  and  Cochabamba,  have  their  outi  . 
photocopy  services  to  meet  their  multiple'  intez-n^l  requtrementSf    but   not 
for  the  public  demands » 
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V. 

List  of  corporate  entries  of  the  officia.l_  and  semi-official  Government 
organizations  of  Bolivia. 

A  list  of  corporate  entries  of  the  official  and  semi-official  govern- 
ment agencies  in  Bolivia  was  something  urgently  needed  in  the  Library, 
since  each  year  they  are  turning  out  more  publicationoo  Also,  new  agencies 
have  been  created,  others  have  changed  their  names  or  disappeared.  The 
knowledge  of  these  facts  and  a  list  of  the  right  corporate  authors  is  very 
important  in  order  to  determine  the  correct  entries. 

The  present  list  is  just  a  trial  in  which  we  have  tried  to  include 
the  most  important  official  and  semi-official  agencies  that  could  produce 
publications.   If  some  should  be  missing  it  is  due  mainly  to  the  lack  of 
information.  But  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  authors  to  maintain  this  list 
up-to-date  by  adding  annually  the  names  of  the  new  agencies  and  drop 
those  which  are  no  longer  in  existence. 

The  entries  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Ameri4» 
can  Library  Association  and  the  translation  of  Seymour  Lubetniky's  work  was 
done  by  Carmen  Rovira.  To  simplify  and  clarify  we  are  using  "see"  and  "see 
also"  instead  of  x  or  xx. 

The  cross  reference  "see"  will  take  the  rea.d.er   from  the  entries  in 
lov/er  case,  beca.use  they  are  obsolete  or  unknown,  to  those  in  capital 
letters  since  these  are  the  present  and  correct  ones.  The  reference 
"see  also"  will  lead  from  the  correct  entry  in  capitals  to  the  names  pre- 
viously used  or  discontinued. 

In  the  case  of  Departments,  Directorates  and  other  subordinate  of- 
fices the  reference  ''see  also"  will  lead  to  their  main  office,  but  the 
principal  entry  is  written  in  capital  letters o  Next  to  each  institution 
a  brief  description  of  its  functions,  divisions j  history,  or  the  initials 
by  which  ea.ch  one  is  known,  is  given. 

It  is  our  most  ardent  desire  that  this  work  will  fulfill  the  objec- 
tivOj  which  is  to  be  of  some  assistance  to  our  librarian  colleagues.

With 
the  exception  of  school  books,  literary  an:'  scientific  editions  are  very 
limited  because  of  the  many  problems  which  the  inc'.ustry  has  to  overcome; 
thus  some  publishers  such  as  Prince,  .vosay,  anc'  An'-.onio  Oil  who  were  able 
to  remain  in  spite  of  the  ups  and  downs  of  the  national  economy,  are  not 
in  business  any  longer  or  are  getting  ready  to  close.  Others,  on  the 
other  hand,  support  themselves  by  publishing  school  textbooks. 

In  the  past  few  years  the  industry  has  entered  into  a  nevr  and  very 
active  phase  resulting  from  the  book  festivals  and  the  "Populibros  Peruanos'' 
which  were  brought  about  by  the  efforts  of  intellectuals  and  book  owners 
such  as,  the  International  Library  with  the  'Editorial  Cultura  Antdrtica", 
Mr.  Jorge  ]ralc6n  and  the  ''Editorial  Kora  del  Hombre',  the  Editorial  y  Li- 
breria  Domingo  Miranda",  the  '-Editorial  Studium-,  the  publisher  and  bookshop 
owner  Juaja  Hejia  Baca,  and  Hanuel  Scorza.   xhe  State  also  cooperates  in  this 
movement,  first  with  the  ''Patronato  del  Libro"  and  then  udth  the  "Casa  de 
la  Cultura  del  Perfi',  promotin-  popular  editions  o"  out  o"  print  works 
which  are  in  great  deriand.  The  'Casa  de  la  Cultura''  (House  of  Culture) 
has  thus  a  large  field  in  v/hich  to  stimulate  authors  and  promote  festivals 
and  fairs  which  could  gave  great  impetus  to  the  culture  of  the  country. 

Presently,  there  are  works  of  authors  of  prestige  bein"  published 
which  will  be  a  sure  success.  The  book  festivals  and  the  'Populibros 
Peruanos"  have  given  a  dynamic  aspect  to  the  book  industry.  Forty- two 
titles  representing^,  all  types  of  literature  hit  record  editions  never  be- 
fore attained  except  by  school  textbooks.  A  ;;ireat  deal  of  publicity 
followed  the  first  printing  of  each  collection  and  all  kinds  of  shops  and 
commercial  establisheraents  were  used  for  the  sale.  This  is  the  method 
used  at  present. 

Regardless  of  the  success  obtained  by  this  method,  publishing  a 
book  is  extremely  expensive  and  the  authors  usually  do  their  own  publish- 
ing and  distribution  to  the  bookshops  leaving  just  a  few  copies  on  con- 
signment. 'L.'ithout  publicity  or  newspaper  reviews  these  books  may  remain 
in  the  bookshops  for  months,  and  if  we  add  to  this  the  fact  of  the  limit- 
ed number  of  readinr.  public,  we  find  that  many  works  of  small  editions 
are  never  sold  out.  There  are  instances  of  apparently  sold  out  works 
where  the  authors  have  a  number  of  them  at  home 

Since  the  publishing  of  a  book  is  almost  always  done  by  the  author's 
ovm  efforts  and  is  so  expensive  that  it  cannot  always  be  accomplished, 
the  production  of  works  is  very  lifdted. 

Even  though  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  the  'Casa  de  la  Cultura" 
stimulate  the  creativity  of  literary  and  research  work  by  giving  awards 
each  year,  there  have  been  times  when  these  awards  could  not  be  given  be- 
cause the  works  submitted  did  not  qualify.  Also,  there  have  been  cases 
in  which  an  award  has  been  given  to  a  work  of  inferior  quality. 

Many  authors  prefer  to  publish  abroad  in  Mexico,  Chile,  Argentine, 
and  Spain,  because  it  is  cheaper.  In  spite  of  this,  Perfi  is  a  good 
market  for  books.  Large  quantities  are  imported,  though-  very  few  are 
published  in  the  country  and  translation  is  almost  never  done.  The  market 
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is  absorbed  by  the  importation  of  books  and  the  cost  of  books  ia  extremely 
high,  especially  scientific  works  for  the  study  of  medicine  for  which  the 
student  must  be  wealthy. 

The  item  that  contributes  most  to  raise  the  pidces  in  the  publishing 
industry  is  paper,  which  is  imported.  Thus,  to  print  1,000  copies  of  a 
one- hundred  page  work  will  cost  no  less  than  30,000  soles.  This  problem, 
together  with  many  other  expenses,  affects  also  the  newspaper  industry. 
There  is  no  direct  help  from  the  state.  Only  a  few  years  ago  a  law  called 
"Law  of  Industrial  Promotion"  was  passed.  It  grants  a  ten-year  tax  exemption 
on  machinery  to  all  those  business  enterprises  which  remain  in  business  for 
10  consecutive  years.  As  a  result  of  this,  modern  "Offset"  machines  have 
been  established  which  definitely  improved  the  printing  of  many  textbooks 
and  magazines. 

The  problems  affecting  the  publishing  of  literary  works  are  greater  in 
regard  to  scientific  works  because  their  publishing  is  more  expensive.  This 
type  of  work  is  published  by  the  xiniversities  and  private  institutions  in 
the  form  of  pamphlets  and  magazines. 

One  flourishing  industry  is  that  of  the  school  textbooks.  There  are 
some  typographic  schools  annexed  to  colleges  which  have  printing  shops. 
Many  of  the  books  they  print  have  by  now  sua  established  reputation  and  are 
required  texts  in  colleges.  Financing  is  done  by  religious  congregations. 
There  are  some  other  small  publishing  houses  which  have  been  able  to  stay 
in  business  successfully.  The  modern  industry  of  the  "Offset"  is  used  in 
the  printing  of  colored  textbooks,  maps,  magazines,  etc.  There  are  now 
several  printing  shops  in  Lima  using  this  method. 

The  publishing  industry  is  not  too  advanced  in  the  provinces.  There 
are  three  cities  which  maintain  a  steady,  yet  small  production.  These  ara: 
in  Arequipa,  the  ''Imprenta  y  Editorial  El  Deber",  in  Cuzco,  the  Editorial 
H.  G«  I^ozas'',  in  Trujillo,  the  "Imprenta  y  Editorial  la  Industria'*.  In 
other  cities  editions  are  not  published  regularly. 

The  'C^ara  del  Libre*  has  had  some  success  in  bringing  together  the 
bookshop  owners,  yet  has  failed  to  do  so  v/ith  the  publishers,  thus  we  have 
au thors- publishers ,  printing  shops- publishers,  and  bookshops-publishers 
but  few  of  them  are  dedicated  to  publishing,  ^'hat  is  why  the  '*Camara  del 
Libro"  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  the  interests  of  the  bookshops 
ov/ners.  There  is  neither  a  publication  of  cultural  information  nor  a 
catalog  of  the  national  production  available.  Each  bookshop  publishes 
short  lis  tin -5  s  of  current  new  editions. 

Newspapers  ads  are  not  frequently  used  because  their  rates  are  very 
high.  There  is  no  special  rate  for  publishers;  prices  quoted  ai'e  the  same 
as  for  other  types  of  business.  Bibliographic  production  in  the  provinces 
has  no  means  of  publicity  and  thus  the  acquisition  of  material  is  subject 
to  luck. 

In  conclusion,  it  can  be  said  that  the  publishing  problem  in  Perfi  can 
be  attributed  to  multiple  factors:  economic,  cultural,  industrial  and 
comnerciciljcLnd  state  aid. 
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Economic-  The  lack  of  interest  in  this  industry  on  the  part  of  the 
capitalists  and  the  high  interest  on  bank  loans,  are  two  adverse  factors. 
Until  now,  the  publishing  industry  has  been  limited  to  *'Populibros"  and 
to  school  textbooks  because  of  their  large  editions  and  the  prompt  recu^ 
peration  of  the  capital  involved.  V'ith  the  exception  of  one  or  two  works  of 
authors  of  great  prestige,  most  editions  are  not  sold  out  for  a  long  time 
even  though  limited  number  of  copies  is  printed. 

Cultural.-  There  are  also  two  ad\jerse  factors:  1)  Very  few  writers  of 
children's  books,  essays,  philosophical  and  scientific  books,  and  2)  the 
low  cultural  level  and  reading  ability  of  the  people. 

Commerce  and  industry.-  The  reason  capital  is  not  interested  in  this 
industry  is  because  book  selling  is  not  yet  well  organized.  In  Perla,  the 
actual  industry  has  started  with  the  popular  editions,  which  with  good 
publicity  and  distribution  have  attained  record  sales. 

State  aid.-  It  is  the  duty  of  the  state  to  promote  the  investment  of 
cr-pital  offering  credit  and  long  tenn  loans  with  moderate  interest  rates; 
to  stimulate  authors  with  contests,  prizes,  and  permanent  expositions  of 
the  national  production;  to  distribute  in  schools  the  work  of  national 
authors;  to  promote  the  establishment  of  libraries  with  qualified  personnel; 
to  promote  book  fairs  together  with  the  C&Tiara  del  Libro  and  to  disseminate 
the  national  bibliography  abroad. 
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As  time  goes  by,  libraries  have  accumulated  a  collection  of  publica- 
tions of  little  or  no  value  for  the  future.  The  lack  of  tine  and  person 
to  process  them  makes  it  difficult  for  these  collections  to-'be  of  .us.e.- t??-.-any- 
body  and  at  the  same  time  they  occupy  valuable  space  especially  in  old  li- 
braries where  they  have  been  accumulating  for  many  years.  The  problem  \^dth 
these  publications  is  that  they  are  out  of  date,  and,  if  offered  in  ex- 
change, nobody  wants  them.  Exchange  is  useful  only  when  up  to  date  and 
valuable  material  is  offered.  In  view  of  this,  there  is  not  much  to  be 
offered  by  us  in  exchange*  It  is  expected,  though^  that  through  the  years  •' 
this  will  improve  and  bring  more  effective  results. 

Exchange  has  always  been  the  most  common  me  tried  of  acquisition  of 
periodicals  in  Peru.  Every  institution,  official  or  not,,  which  publishes 
a  periodical  distributes  it  in  exchange  both  inside  the  country  and  abroad, 
according  to  the  agreements  made  with  other  institutions  of  similar  inter- 
ests, and  they,  act  independently,  though  Per'Ci  is  subscribed  to  the  inter- 
national agreements  of  exchange.

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In  our  libraries  photocopy  service  is  very  limited.   I  shall  discuss 
only  the  libraries  o::"  Lima  since  very  few  of  the  public  or  un:  versity  li- 
braries in  the  provinces  are  well  organized  and  none  of  them  offer  this 
service. 

The  National  Library  furnishes  projectors  for  the  viewinn;  of  its  own 
microfilms  and  of  those  brought  in  by  the  readers. 

It  also  has  an  efficient  and  modern  microfilm  and  photostatic  labora- 
tory which  can  handle  not  only  local  requests  but  those  from  other  librar- 
ies and  readers  abroa<5.   It  reproduces  only  froin  its  ovm  bibliographic 
collection  upon  request  and  after  consultation  v/ith  the  Chief  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Bibliographical  Research.  The  users  pay  for  this  service. 

Cn  the  other  hand,  the  Library  will  permit  patrons  to  phctograph  either 
by  themselves  or  with  the  help  of  a  professional,  the  bibliographic  material 
they  need. 

If  the  researcher  is  in  need  of  material  which  is  lacking  in  the  Li- 
brary, it  v/ill  be  requested  from  another  library  and  later  this  udll  form 
part  of  the  Library  collection. 

Neither  the  municipal  nor  public  libraries  have  laboratories  or  micro- 
film projectors 

Deserving  of  special  mention  is  the  Library  of  the  Medical-Pharmaceu- 
tical Laboratory  which  offers  photocopy  services  of  their  bibliographical 
material  free,  to  all  the  physicians  who  require  them. 

Since  photocopy  is  the  fastes  method  of  work  that  progress  has  made 
available  to  the  researcher,  bivj.   also  the  best  way  of  preserving  collections, 
it  is  advisable  for  libraries  in  good  financial  condition  to  provide  this 
service,  specially  in  centers  of  research,  such  as  university  libraries- 
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^  -  BOOK  PUBIISI-IIHG 

The  indices  of  book  production  in  Uruguay  are  extremely  low,  if  we 
consider  that  Its  population,  according  to  the  I963  census,  reaches  two 
and  a  half  million.   If  to  this  we  add  that  its  rate  of  illiteracy  is  one 
of  the  lowest  in  Latin  America,  it  is  evident  how  poor  the  following  fig- 
ures are:

It  could  be  said  that  the  causes  of  such  low  production;  (a  phenom- 
enon that  has  been  occurring  for  several  years)  are  the  following: 

a)  Excessive  operating  costs.  The  law  of  Consejos  de  Salaries 
which  established  commissions  representing  the  employers,  laborers,  and 
the  Executive  Pov/er  has  attempted  to  regulate  the  relations  between  cap- 
ital and  labor,  but  bec&use  of  the  most  severe  inflation  in  the  history 
of  the  country  the  rise  in  salaries  has  gone  beyond  control. 

b)  Cost  of  m.aterials.  The  money  devaluation,  which  is  another 
©Tyipcct  of  the  economic  situation  of  our  country'-,  has  prompted  the  high 

cost  of  materials  in  the  publishing  business.  Much  of  the  essential  e- 
quipment,  like  machinery,  ink,  fine  quality  paper,  etc.,  has  to  be  import- 
ed. 

c)  Poor  market.  V/ith  the  exception  of  textbooks  seldom  can  any 
work  sell  more  than  a  thousand  volumes. 

There  is  also  a  lack  of  an  efficient  system  of  international  dictri- 
bution.  Sales  in  large  sca3.e  cannot  be  accomplished  because  commercial 
catalogs  are  not  published  and  even  the  National  Bibliography  is  years 
behind. 

Nevertheless,  the  book  industry  has  been  stimulated  by  the  Ley  de 
Textos  (Textbooks  Law)  promu3.gated  in  19^1-6  which  has  extended  to  over 
eighty  thousand  students  per  year  the  free  use  of  almost  all  the  books 
required  in  the  secondary  courses. 

Another  encouraging  factor  in  the  promotion  of  literary  production 
has  been  the  concern  of  organizations  like  the  Banco  de  la  Repdblica 
Oriental  del  Uruguay  which  has  agreed  to  grant  special  loans  under  very 
convenient  terms  to  those  writers  who  publish  their  worlcs  in  the  country. 

During  the  last  few  years  an  increasing  interest  for  the  national 
literature  has  been  noticed,  A  group  of  high  caliber  authors  has  publis- 
ed  works  which  have  been  received  enthusiastically  by  the  public.  Some 
novels  and  sociological  essays  have  been  sold  out  rapidly. 

One  very  successful  experience  has  been  the  organization  of  the 
Feria  del  Libro  Nacional  (National  Book  Fair)  sponsored  by  entities  such 
as,  Cdmara  del "Libro,  Asociacion  de  Bibliotecarios  del  Uruguay,  C once jo 
Departamental  de  Montevideo,  etc. 
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^   !IM_Sl°S!§^'l^:2ii-L^^-^Jii£P..£i!.„ll?]^^    near  two  large  cities 
like  Buenos  Aires  and  Santiago  de  Chile  v;iiere  big  publishing  companies 
operate,  has  been  a  handicap  also.   It  is  difficult  to  compete  with  long 
established  firms  of  prestige  which  can  handle  large  volumes  of  business 
and  have  the  obvious  advantages  of  a  well  organized  system  of  internation- 
al sales  and  publicity. 

These  problems,  though,  have  not  been  an  obstacle  for  seme  printers 
like  Colombino  Hnos.,  garreiro  y  Ramos ,  S .  A . ,  Impresora  Uruguaya  and 
others  in  the  publishing  of  works  of  rare  artistic  quality  like  the  follow-

Fortunately,  also,  the  organizations  already  mentioned  publish  a 
series  of  journals  of  outstanding  literary  and  scientific  value  to  which 
many  of  the  national  authors  have  contributed  with  important  pieces  which 
otherwise  might  have  never  been  published.

Historical  Revj.ew 

The  first  work  that  registers  Uruguayan  titles  is  the  Colecci&n  de 
obras  impresas  y  manuscritas  que  tratan  principalmente  del  'do  de  la  Plata , 
(River  Plate  Bibliography)  whose  author  is  don  Pedro  de  Angelis.   This 
work,  printed  in  I863,  constitutes  the  catalog  of  his  private  collection 
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and  it  appears  in  Buenos  Aires  followed  by  a  supplement  printed  in  the 
following  year.  It  lists  in  chronological  order. the  Obas_scbre  el  Sstelo 
Oijbntal  del  Uruguay^  _desp_u§s_  de_su  separacion  de_  las  Pro'gncia"s~Arienti- 
nas  and  the  Obras  periodicas  publicadas  en  .  »T  ej- Estado  .Qii3;at"al  del 
Uruguay .  '   "T        '         '■     ^ 

As  to  bibliographies  of  periodicals  the  top  work  is  the  Historia  de 
la  prensa  periodica  de  la  Reptiblica  Orientaljg^lUrwnjav,  I807-IS52,  by 
Antonio  Zinny,  published  in  Buenos  Aires  by  Casavalle  in  his  printing  shop 
imprenta  y  Libreria  de  Mayo  in  I883.  Zinny  was  not  only  a  precursor  but 
his  originality  in  the  compilation  and  analysis  of  periodicals  places  him 
among  the  experts  in  this  field.  He  described  the  forms,  chronology,  ori- 
entation and  contents  of  the  documents.  This  bibliograjjhy  v/as  continued 
much  later  by  the  then  Director  of  the  National  Libayy,  Arturo  .Scar.-;?ie, 
who  between  the  years  19^0  and  I9H,  published  a  ser^s  of  ar-oidbs  in  the 
Re vista  Nacional  (National  Review)  with  chronological  indexes  in  each 
series. 

In  1962  the  work  of  Antonio  Praderio  titled  Indie e  cronol6>ico  de  la 
prensa  peri6dica  del  Uruguay  (a  chronological  index  of  periodicals  of 
Uruguay)  was  published,  and  it  covers,  like  Zinny 's,  the  years  I807  to 
1852,  It  was  prepa.red  with  the  file  used  by  the  author  in  the  microfilm- 
ing of  the  Uruguayan  press  editions  which  were  not  in  the  National  Li- 
brary collections. 

Another  source  of  reference  on  the  Uruguayan  bibliography  of  period- 
icals is  the  Catalogo  de  peri6dicos  sudamericanos  existentes  en  la  Biblio-  , 
teca  Pliblica  de  la  Universidad,  1791-1861,.  La  Plata,  "UnTversidad  Nacional, 
I93J+.  (Catalog  of  South-American  periodicals  at  the  Public  Library  of  the 
University) . 

Two  authors,  v/ho  by  gathering  documented  souitbs  have  enriched  our 
bibliography,  are  Pedro  Mascar6  and  Dardo  Estrada  with  their  Anales  de  la 
biblj-ografla  Uruguaya  and  the  Historia  y  bibliografia  de  la  imprenta  en 
Montevideo. 

Another  effort  which  should  be  mentioned  is  that  of  the  already  cited 
Arturo  Scarone,  who  from  1938  to  19^1  published,  in  the  Re vista  Nacional 
reviews  of  works  printed  betv/een  the  years  1937  and  19^0. 

In  19^7  the  Biblioteca  J^acional  (National  Library)  gehan  the  publica- 
tion of  the  most  important  work  in  this  field  -  the  A.r'.uario  bibliogr&fico 
Uruguay o.  19^6  (Bibliographic  Yearbook) .  These  yearbooks  were  published 
until  1951.  The  collection  comprises  from  19^6  to  19^9.  UnfortuiEtely, 
since  then,  there  have  been  no  further  issues  from  this  Library  wliich  is  the 
only  one  with  legal  deposit  in  the  country.  Information  obtained  from  this 
institution  leads  us  to  believe  that  publication  of  the  1962  and  I963  edi- 
tions is  to  be  expected.  The  1950  edition  will  soon  be  ready  and  it  is 
hoped  that  one  covering  the  years  1951  to  I96I  will  be  published  also. 

Trying  to  overcome  the  lack  of  research  facilities,  the  Library  of  the 
Legislative  Power  decided  to  publish  the  Bibliografia  Uruguaya  (Uruguayan 
Bibliography)  starting  X'dth  the  year  1962,  It  was  being  prepared  in  1963. 
This  effort  of  the  Legislative  Power  is  of  great  interest  since  it  has 
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made  available  the  figures  on  the  production  for  that  year  which  otherwise 
would  not  have  been  known.  Nevertheless,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that 
since  the  Library  of  Lerp.slative  Power  is  not  covered  by. the  law  of  Legal 
Deposit  the  success  of  this  enterprise  cannot  be  assured.   If  the  benefits 
of  this  law  are  extended  to  them,  as  it  is  planned  by  a  bill  in  the  Com- 
mission of  the  House  of  Representatives,  then,  this  problem  will  be  solved. 

The  Centre  de  Documentaci6n  Cientlfica,  Tecnica  y  Economioa  de  la 
Biblioteca  Nacicnal  CCentre  for  Scientific,  Technical  and  Ecoi?omics  Docu- 
mentation of  the  National  Library)  has  begun  the  preliminary  preparations 
of  a  bulletin  covering  articles  from  periodicals  in  its  ov/n  field.  Some 
indexes  and  catalogs  of  Uruguayan  periodicals  laave.been  published  already. 

In  conclusion:   The  present  situation  seems  to  tend  to  correct  the 
series  of  difficulties  v/hich  have  kept  a  national  bibliography  from  being 
published  for  many  years.  Opi.nions  received  from  the  authorities  are  very 
optimistic  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  year  all  these  difficulties  will  be 
overcome. 


Ill  -  EXGIIANGE  OF  PUBLICATIONS 

For  many  years  there  has  been  an  intent  to  centralize  the  internation- 
al exchange  service;  evidence  of  this  is  the  Oficina  de  Dep6sito,  Reparto 
y  Can.je  Internacional  de  Publicaciones.   (Office  of  Depository,  Distribu- 
tion and  International  Exchange  of  Publications) .  At  present,  the  Oficina 
de  Can.je  Internacional  (Office  of  International  Exchange)  is  run  by  the  Na- 
tional Library. 

The  tv/o  most  important  institutions  in  this  aspect  are  the  Biblioteca 
Nacional  and  the  Biblioteca  del  Poder  Legislative,  -  (National  Library  and 
Library  of  the  Legislative  Power)  since  both  have  special  funds  for  the 
mailing  of  national  publications  both  in  and  out  of  the  country.

The  library  of  the  Legislative  Power  maintains  a  microfilm  and  print 
service  mainly  for  the  legislators,  but  it  also  supjliec -materials  to  any 
institution  requesting  them,  whether  at  home  or  abroad.

I  was  very  pleased  to  undertake  the  pieparation  of  the  V/orking 
Paper  for  the  Ninth  Seminar  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin  ,'\merican  Library 
Materials  requested  by  Miss  Marietta  Daniels,  Assistant  Chief  of  the 
Col6n  Library  and  Secretary  of  the  Acquisition  of  Latin  American  Library 
Materials,  through  the  American  Qnbassy  in  Paraguay. 

This  presentation  will  be  rather  simple  because  of  lack  of  time. 
A  project  such  as  this  requires  compilation  of  much  data  from  experts  in 
various  subjects,  personal  interviews,  evaluation  of  questionnaires,  and 
written  requests  for  information. 

To  obtain  complete  data  from  all  the  government  ministries  a  ques- 
tionnaire was  forwarded  to  them  requesting  the  follov/ing  information: 
a)  A  list  of  their  dependent  orgsmizations ;  b)  exchange  of  publications, 
if  any,  with  remarks. 

Since  most  of  the  ministerial  offices  are  not  located  close  to  each 
other,  the  information  was  delayed  considerably.  Nevertheless,  many  of 
them  replied  with  complete  details,  thus  it  was  possible  to  obtain  pre- 
cise and  well  documented  data 

Obtaining  information  regarding  the  problems  involved  in  book 
printing  was  a  difficult  task  since  there  is  not  much  information 
available. 

The  enthusiastic  cooperation,  though,  given  to  us  by  various  print- 
ers made  it  possible  to  obtain  some  data  which  we  will  explain  here  brief- 
ly, hoping  that  the  experience  acquired  will  be  of  help  in  the  future. 

I  would  like  to  express  ray  gratitude  to  Miss  Marietta  Daniels,  who 
encouraged  me  with  her  letters;  to  the  American  Embassy  for  their  cooper- 
ation; to  Miss  Lopez,  Librarian  of  the  Ministry  of  Public  Health  and 
Social  Welfare  for  her  advice  on  the  list  of  Ministries;  to  the  various 
printers  for  the  information  they  gave  us;  to  the  Association  of  Indus- 
trials and  Printers  of  Paraguay  for  their  greater  contribution;  to  Mr. 
Alfonso  Balsevicl'.  chief  of  the  suscribers  section  of  the  ANTELCO  and  his 
personnel  who  ccJ laborated  in  the  compilation  of  the  list  of  government 
institutions;  and  last  to  my  co-workers  Miss  Gladys  Rivas  L6pez,  Lucia 
Rios  and  Mrs.  Blanca  Jara  de  Cardozo  for  their  valuable  help. 

V/e  hope  that  this  Seminar  will  be  successful  and  that  it  will  bring 
favorable  results  for  Paraguay. 
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I,   THE  PRESET  SITUATION  OF  BOOK  PTTBLICATION  IN  PARAGUAY 

A.  The  national  industry  encounters  serious  difficulties  of  differ- 
ent origins,  which  can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

a)  Lack  of  government  protection. 

The  importing  of  raw  materials,  papers,  inks,  machinery  and 
printing  equipment  is  affected  by  taxes  which  are  heavier 
than  those  of  imported  products,  such  as  books, pamphlets, 
magazines,  etc.,  especially  those  coming  from  the  bordering 
countries,  Brazil  and  Argentine. 

b)  Quali f i e d  workmanship . 

In  this  field  there  is  a  lack  of  good  technicians  and  of 
highly  qualified  personnel  who  could  be  of  credit  to  the 
national  product. 

c)  Compared  to  others  countries,  we  are  behind  in  specialized 
publishing^  There  has  been  only  one  new  publishing  house 
in  the  IsLst  couple  of  years. 

Consequently,  our  country  does  not  have  the  required  facilities 
for  the  printing  of  books*  Prices  quoted  by  the  local  printers 
cannot  compete,  for  the  reasons  mentioned  arove^  with  those  of 
foreign  countries. 

From  a  practical,  viewpoint,  the  only  advantage  of  printing  books 
locally  is  that  proof  reading  and  last  minute  corrections  can  be 
made,  and  the  delivery  and  distribution  of  the  books  can  be 
expedited. 

The  majority  of  the  important  books  from  national  authors  has  been 
printed  abroad,  especially  those  v/hose  subjects  are  concerned  v.dth  both 
national  and  international  interests*  Nevertheless,  we  can  point  out 
that  in  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
publication  of  books  by  national  authors  in  the  following  categories: 
textbooks  of  secondary  and  university  level,  books  on  pedagogy  and  vari- 
ous others  on  national  and  historic  themes. 

The  establishment  of  modern  printing  shops  with  enough  capital  to 
offer  credit,  and  the  introduction  of  all  the  printing  materials  in  the 
country  at  low  cost  would  undoubtedly  facilitate  the  publication  of 
national  books  at  low  expense  which  would  benefit  the  students,  solving 
thus,  a  problem  which  is  at  present  the  cause  of  serious  financial  dif- 
ficulties. 

The  present  national  graphic  iniustrj^  consists  of  kO   establishments 
(printing  shops  and  publishing  houses)  which  employ  more  than  2,000 
people  (office  employees  and  laborers)  according  to  the  industrial  census 
of  1958.  That  same  year  the  graphic  establishments  paid  wages  and  fringe 
benefits  amounting  to  33.^62.588  0s  (l  dollar  -  126  ^s).  The  value  of 
raw  materials  used  was  ^8,642«588  0s  and  the  production  was  estimated  at 
115.265.265  0s, 
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Some   of  the  ^raphj.c  establishments  possess  the  machinery  and  equip- 
ment required  for  publishing,  parti6yl?rly  Look  printin::,  but  c.ctually 
there  is  no  enterprise  specialized  in  that  phase  of  the  business. 

B  -  The  official  publications  have  a  ^J^eat  advantage  over  the  private 
ores,  since  the  importation  of  rav/  material  for  official  use  is 
free  of  taxes  and  customs  duties.   Almost  every  goverrment  organ- 
ization has  its  own  printing  facilities,  some  are  more  modern 
than  others.   The  National  Printing  Office,  ("AViJch  also  has  its 
own  printing  facilitdo^O  founded  arjd  comjiiisiojijci  in  x910,  is  in 
charge  of  all  official  publications.   It  is  supported  by  a  spe- 
cial fund  assigned  in  -he  national  budget >   BeTcre  the  Official 
Register  was  escablisr  ■■  i,  official  publicatlonrj  A^ere  printed  in 
private  shops  by  the  "rdrecci6n  de  Congresos  Legis]ativos''. 

In  1920  the  printing  indur^try  was  reorganized.  The  typography  became 
a  part  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior,  and  it  was  in  charge  of  printing 
and  publishing  the  ''Official  Gazette'   ,  the  questionnaires  to  be  distrib- 
utod  through  the  country,  and  also  of  the  printing  of  stamps,  official 
seals,  etc.,  for  the  "Valores  Fiscales"  an  agency  of  the  ministry  of  the 
Treasury. 

There  is  also  the  Military  Printing  Office  v/hich  has  the  same 
privileges  as  the  National  Printing  Office  and  is  in  charge  of  military 
and  historical  publications  and  some  textbooks  for  military  schools. 
Both  the  National  and  the  Military  Printing  Office  have  reduced  printing 
costs  due  to  the  absence  of  taxes  and  duties  and  to  the  lov;  cost  of  labor. 

II  -  HDCISTING  FACILITIES  FOI^  ^IS  PRINTING  AND  REPRODUCTION  OF  BOOKS 

A.  Private  ]Interprise. 

As  stated  previously  there  are  ^0  graphic  establishments  in  the 
country.   Of  these,  very  few  do  good  binding  work,  they  are 
mostly  limited  to  staple  binding. 

The  most  common  method  of  reproduction  and  printing  is  the 
mimeograph.  Almost  all  the  colleges,  schools,  offices  and 
private  firms  have  one . 

B.  Governmental 

The  National  Printing  Office  has  the  following  machinery:  A 
lynotype  model  31,  a  disc  type  ruling  press,  an  automatic  cutter, 
six  small  automatic  German  presses,  a  stapler  and  a  perforator. 
A  large  stock  of  typographic  materials  was  also  provided. 

The  following  are  government  offices  and  the  printin-c  equip- 
ment which  they  utilize. 

The  Ministry  of  Agricultura  has  a  mimeograph,  a  multigraph,  a 
multilith  and  also  utilizes  the  services  of  the  National  Printing 
Office. 

The  Ministry  of  National  Defense  has  a  photocopier,  a  mimeograph 
and  utilizes  the  Military  Printing  Office. 
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The  Ministry  of  Education  and  Culture  has  a  mimeograph 

The  Ministry  of  the  Treasury  uses  the  National  Printing  Office. 

The  Ministry  of  Industry  and  Commerce  has  a  printing  press,  a 
"Rotaprint  '  and  a  mimeograph. 

The  Ministry  of  the  Interior  has  a  mimeograph  B.nd.  uses   the 
National  Printing  Office. 

The  Ministry  of  Justice  and  Labor  "Direcci6n  General  de  Institutes 
Penales"  has  a  printing  press  and  microfilm  equipment. 

The  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  has  a  mimeograph  and  uses  the 
National  Printing  Office. 

The  Ministry  of  Public  Health  and  V/elfare  has  a  mimeograph  and 
an  electronic  stencil  machine. 

There  are  many  more  methods  of  printing  but  v/e  lack  enough  data  to 
include  the;;;  in  this  list.  Autonomous  organizations  under  the  Ministries 
possess  their  own  printing  presses.   This  is  the  case  of  ANTSLCO,  which 
has  its  own  printing  press,  a  mimeograph,  an  alcohol  type  copying  machine, 
a  blueprint  press  and  an  AOPvETiA  duplicator. 

Ill  -EXCHANGE  OF  PUBLICATIONS  IN  PARAGUAY  AND  ABRO.^ 

The  exchange  of  official  publications  in  Paraguay  takes  place  more 
inside  the  country,  among  Ministries  and  institutions,  than  outside.  There 
are  very  few  Ministries  or  institutions  v;ho  keep  an  exchange  service  with 
the  outside  because  of  the  following  reasons : 

...1.   According  to  the  information  received  from  some  Ministries  there 
is  no  provision  in  the  budget  for  mailing  costs.  Tliis  problem  is  solved 
locally  by  the  use  of  messengers. 

2.  Another  obstacle  is  the  language  factor  involving  correspondence 
regarding  requests,  receipts  and  other  information  of  that  nature. 

3.  There  are  very  few  Ministries  v/hich  have  a  library,  or  if  they 
do,  it  does  not  accomplish  this  task  because  of  the  lack  of  professional 
librarians;  the  exchange  is  a  specific  library  task.  Generally,  the 
Publications  Departments  do  not  distribute  their  own  publications;  it  is 
usually  done  by  the  Public  Relations  offices  and  secretaries. 

There  are,  however,  several  government  institutions  which  maintain 
an  exchange  service;  among  them  are  the  Library  of  the  Medical  Faculty 
and  the  Library  of  Military  Health  which  publish  a  magazine  specialized 
in  medicine  and  military  surgery. 

The  Library  Division  of  the  National  Administration  of  Telecommunica- 
tions maintains  a  good  exchange  service  with  the  five  continents.  This 
Administration  publishes  two  bulletins  regularly  which  are  distributed 
free  of  charge.  The  distribution  is  made  with  preference  to  Telecommuni- 
cations companies,  some  libraries,  Paraguayan  embassies  abroad  and 
foreign  embassies  in  the  country,  international  organizations  (GAS, UNESCO) , 
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and  a  siiall  amount  of  bulletins  is  saved  to  satisfy  requests  for  research 
statistics,  research  students  and  periodic  requests  received  fyom  Europen 
countries. 

The  Statistical  Bulletin  of  Telecommunications  has  a  circulation  of 
200  issues  and  is  mailed  to  IO3  centers  in  the  different  continents.   The 
"Teleinformativo''  has  a  circulation  of  1,000  issues  and  is  distr?'.buted 
among  executives  of  local  private  enterprises  and  a  small  number  to  the 
same  abroad. 

The  Library  is  greatly  benefited  by  receiving  periodical  puhlicationo 
in  different  lang^iages  which  surpass  by  far  the  number  of  periodicals  sent 
out.   This  is  why  Library  is  doubly  benefited  in  the  matter  of  exchange. 

Unfortunately,  we  have  to  mention  the  cancellation  of  the  contract 
with  the  U.S.  Book  Exchange,  which  according  to  correspondence  received 
through  US/lTD  in  Paraguay  was  done  because  of  the  reduction  in  foreign 
aid.  But  since  they  expressed,  though,  that  they  would  like  to  continue 
re.eiving  our  publications,  we   have  decided  to  keep  them  on  cur  mailing 
list.
